DOVLESTOWM. 


September court convened on Monday. 


The matter of chief interest was the ad- 
dress of Judge Yerkes to the Grand Jury, 
delivered in the morning. The court's re- 
marks in relation to one matter, and that 
the most interesting touched upon, weie 
based upon recent articles in the Gazette, 
which had to do with politics in this coun- 
ty. Judge Yerkes took as his theme the 
recent suggestion of Judge Bregy, of Phil- 
adelphia, that it might be well to abolish 
that time-honored institution, the Grand 
Jury. In relation to this he spoke in part 
as follows: 


In my humble judgment there is no 


movement more deserving of the careful 
watchfulness of the citizen than that 
which occasionally reveals its purpose to, 
strike down the jury system from its in- 
fluential participation in the adjudication 
of personal rights and business differences, 
and to confer «h Courts composed of law- 
yers alone an unmixed and uncontrolled 
power to adjudicate the dearest rights 
alike to the lowest and highest citizen. 


The Grand Jury stands as a shield of 


protection between the power and oppres; 
sion of authority and the helplessness of 
simple citizenship, thereby strengthening 
the institutions of free government. 


The abolition of the Grand Jury will 


leave the accused citizen no security 
against the prejudice or mistakes of an 
unjust or unwise Judge or District Attor- 
ney, or possiblle contrivances and false- 
hoods of the i nscrupulous prosecutor and 
cunning lawyer. 


One great and notable occasion of fear- 


less independence by a Grand Jury who 
stood up in bold defiance against the 
threats of a King made Judge and leturn- 
ed their finding of "ignoramus" when a 
Lord Chief Justice of England attempted 
to coerce them into indicting the Earl of 
Shaftsbury to please an oppressor of the 
people, should, alone and forever, stand 
as a sufficient and final answer to the de- 
mand for the abolition of the Grand Jury. 
It is tiue, that in this country a King 
does not make the Judge, but every ob- 
serving citizen has seen and felt the power 
of a more irresponsible tyrant, the league 
of a great business monopoly, restless of 
the restraints of the law fearlessly and 
faithfully administeied, and that other 
tyrant the paity boss, as they have essayed 
to break Judges, or have created Courts 
and named their membership. 


After speaking thus of the importance of 


the Grand Jury, Judge Yerkes continued 
as follows in relation to the political mat- 
ters referred to above: 


practiced in so many commonn schools, 
are not chargeable to local school authori- 
ties, like these respondents, so much as to 
those higher in place in directing the 
school system; those who, feeling the re- 
sponsibilities of their short-coming, can- 
not undertake to calmly discuss any ques- 
tion of its efficiency, or to account for sta- 
tistical results, but, in the'bad taste of ill- 
tempered denunciation prefer to incite 
the prejudices of the young and uninform- 
ed whenever doubt is raised ot the utility 
or advantage of the application of a sys- 
tem which belongs,to them no more than 
to 411, who encour%6 falsehood by prevar- 
icating inquiries,'into such utility, as at- 
tacks upon higher education, and as asser- 
tions 
that incidental studies produce 


crimes, and who thereby discredit their 
own sincerity and -prove their abuse of a 
bountiful oppoitunity to benefit those 
over whom they assume to be special pro- 
tectors. 


There were several jietty coses disposed 


of on Monday afternoon and one of more 
than ordinary inteiest. Thit was the case 
of the Commonwealth against Charles 
Truxon, the negro who stabbed Charles 
Haines, of Buckingham, his employer, 
some weeks ago. Mr. Haines had dis- 
charged Truxon, and in an altercation that 
followed the negro and his employer came 
to blows and clinched, when Tiuxon drew 
a small knife and stabbed Mr. Hfiines 
seven times, but did not injuie him seri- 
ously. Truxon had spent 18 months in 
the Penitentiary for a previous stabbing 
affair and upon this occasion was convict- 
ed and sent back for seven years. 


Dr. Moiris Lloyd, of Yardley, was sent- 


enced to three years in the Eastern Peni- 
tentiary for malprcjtice. George Mace, 
formerly employed by George M. Moore, 
of Philadelphia, at his country place in 
Bensalem township, was sentenced 
to 


eighteen months in the Penitentiary for 
robbing his employer's residence.

It is commonly asserted that in the ef-i 


fort to control the action of the Conven- 
tion in each party- large sums of money 
were tendered und used, that railroad and 
dinner tickets weie presented to the elec- 
tors by the hundred, and that in numer- 
ous instances -wages were paid men to at- 
tend the Convention in the jnterest of 
candidates. And it is said candidates for 
office, such as district Attorney and Leg- 
islature, have openly paiticipated, and in 
some instances boasted, of their participa- 
tion, in one form or the other, of this 
traffic in their fellow men. 


An influential newspaper in an article 


which ought to oe entitled "Corruption 
Vindicated and Triumphant" goes so far 
in its effort to prove ariral a "hypocrite," 
and as one day "assuming a sanctified air 
and preaching against something which 
on other days it endorses," that it names 
persons, amounts and occasions, with an 
assurance of accuracy that is intended to 
carry conviction to the minds of the most 
obtuse or skeptical. I will read: "Now to 
come home. It is known that the politi- 
cal organization of Pennsylvania, known 
as the'Insurgents,'the leaders of which 
are John 
Wanamakerj, William Flinn, 


David JIartin, et al., stood willing to put 
five, ten or even fifteen thousands dollars 
into Bucks county for the purpose of de- 
feating any Quay candidate, for the Assem- 
bly nomination. On the other hand, John 
P. Elkin, Senator Penrose and others 
guaranteed a fund of $5000 with which to 
fight the 'antis.' " Here IB a charge in 
an article written to prove corruption that 
one of our most prominent and honored 
public citizens, an ex-Cabinet Minister, 
two members of the Senate of Pennsylva- 
nia, the Attorney General of the Common- 
wealth and a Senator of the United States, 
all strangers to our county, stand ready 
and prepared with the proffer of a corrup- 
tion fund, exceeding one-fifth the annual 
revenues of the county, to do what? Why, 
to debauch, demoralize and blast the mor- 
als of one-half the voters of our fair 
county. This is not all. It has been as- 
serted, with equal confidence, that the 
same parties, or their friends, have at- 
tempted to control, of actually have con- 
trolled, the opposite party in the choice 
of candidates by like means, either to se- 
cure a weak candidate or a strong one, 
as the case might be, against those of 
their own party, and that well known cor- 
ruptionists have alleged their connection 
with them. If these charges be true, or 
half true, what is confronting us? Cer- 
tainly a continuance into the general elec- 
tion of the same methods, in the effort to 
elect or defeat the same men, for if there 
were such great interests involved, the 
contest is not ended. 


Gentlemen, the statement I have read 


to you is too appalling to be credited. I 
cannot believe it in the absence of proof, 
notwithstanding the circumstantiality of 
statement. I enjoy a personal acquaint- 
ance with all the gentlemen who have been 
published as standing ready with the prof- 
fer of these immense corruption funds, 
with some of them the acquaintance is 
somewhat intimate, but I have failed to 
Observe that they were morally so unlike 
other men. 


If any of these gentlemen have been 


libeled, they owe it to themselves to in- 
voke the punishment of the criminal law. 
The court is open to them, and we will in- 
sure to them a fair trial before an uncor- 
rupted and incorruptible jury, and jf guilt 
is proved the punishment will be ade- 
quate to the offence. 
If the charges are 


true, the pdwer so clearly stated by Judge 
King exists in this court to issue process 
and summon those who protest their 
truth to tell all they know before a Grand 
Jury. 


The court suggseted that the Grand 


Jury touch upon the matter in a general 
way at this time, in justice to the -candi- 
dates for office, and that the November 
Grand Jury might be more specific if they 
deemed it expedient. 


The court also handed down an opinion 


of general interest in the matter of the 
rule granted at a recent term upon the 
School Board of Hilltown to show cause 
why they should not be removed from 
office' for failing' to provide adequate 
school facilities at Unionville in the town- 
ship named. 
An inspector appointed by 


the court had reported ttiat the school in 
question was needed, and the court direct- 
ed that the present Board supply the defi- 
ciency or more extreme measures will be 
taken at October term. The opinion also 
touched upon the recent criticism of the 
court's remarks concerning the modern 
common school curriculum made to a 
Grand Jury, in which Judge Yerkeg de- 
clared that the education children re- 
ceive in many instances was not practical 
Mid unfitted them to earn a- livelihood. 
The court stated that it oan be well under- 
stood why there is in go many instances 
such a deplorable lack of absorption, by

from the surrounding farms for a liveli- 
hood, it is remarkable how many resi- 
dents of Tullytown own their own homes, 
and this condition of thrift has developed 
almost entirely from the lessons and prac- 
tical examples of the benefits of small sav- 
ings exemplified by this building associa- 
tion. The town is to be congratulated on 
the increased prosperity which the asso- 
ciation pftamises during the coming yeai. 


The overhead bridge is again a favorite 


topic of discussion about the stores, and 
there is prehaps almost as much talk about 
the matter as when the subject was last 
considered in council some two years ago. 
To come right down to the plain facts of 
the case there are no doubt a few who 
would be personally benefitted by a new 
bridge and station; again there are a few 
who would be injured owing to the closing 
of two roads to make way for the new 
overhead crossing.

Chinn'n Great Canal Syiteni. 


The canal system of China'is the most 


extensive in the world with the possible 
exception of that of Hollnnd. Wherever 
the lay of the land permits the thrifty na- 
tive has made a canal. 
Thus he is en- 


abled to carry the products of his labor 
to market with the minimum of expense. 
It must be acknowledged, however, the 
process is < [!rried out with the expendi- 
ture of the maximum of time. The wa- 
terways range in size from the Grand 
canal hundreds of miles In length and 
navigable by deep water junk, to tbe lit- 
tle "neighborhood" canal of barely suffi- 
cient width for two sampans to pass 
each other. They serve not only for the 
purposes of navigation and in place o: 
roads for tiade and commerce, but also 
ns local fish preserves, as breeding pools 
for water fowl and for laundry purposes. 
In most of the canals there is more or 
less current, so they are not the menace 
to health that is' generally supposed.—

A resident of Des Moines was a wit- 


ness to a Spanish bullfight at Seville, 
Spain, a few years ago in which one of 
the animals in the amphitheater was ,a 
Texas steer. A steer, he says, will nev- 
er attack a horse or a man on horseback. 
A man on foot be may kill, but a man 
on horseback he will not molest. 
He 


also does not shut his eyes when ha 
charges, while a bull takes his line and 
then shuts bis eyes and charges, never 
deviating from the line his sight gave 
him before he closed his orbs. This it is 
that enables the toreador to step so easi- 
ly out of the way, for the bull, not 'see- 
ing, makes no attempt to reach the man 
when he has moved from the spot he oc- 
cupied when the bull charged. 


"The only trial of the. Texas steer,'' 


continued the lovvau, "was pulled off at 
Seville, and while they intended potting 
seven the first one they let loose gave 
them all they wanted and quickly brought 
that experiment to an inglorious finish. 
After the steer hud cavorted about the 
ring for awhile they turned a horse 
loose. The steer paid no attention to him, 
but the horse, fearful of the unknown 
beast, would not advance. In came a 
heJper with a sharp stick, and the steer, 
positively bellowing for joy, started, as 
the crowd supposed, for the horse. By 
him the steer went in pursuit of the big- 
ger game, and the helper shortly cleared 
the protective fence, with ten feet to 
spare owing to the steer's able assistance. 
The representative of the Texas cattle 
trade went over that six foot barrier as 
though it was a prairie dog mound of his 
native plains, but the helper won out to 
one of the protective boxes and safety.

RIBBONS FOR A MARRIAGE. 


Purple and Gold on Doorknobs For- 


merly Announced Such an Event. 
'•'I do not know how the thing oiiginat- 


ed or where it came from," observed an 
old resident to a reporter, "but I do 
know of n custom in iny boyhood days in 
Washington, s-iy 50 years ago, that, as 
fur as I can learn, does not exist now. 
It wns of draping street dooiknobs with 
purple or gold colored ribbons the day a 
wedding was to be celebrated in a house. 
It was the custom certainly in the old 
Fhst ward—all of the city lying between 
Fifteenth street and RocU creek—and I 
am sure in some other section's, if not 
all over the city. 
I was told once that 


the custom prevailed in Europe many 
years ago, but had fallen into disuse 
there. 
Very often, if the occupants of 


the house, the parents of the biide or 
others did not provide the outside decora- 
tion, friends furnished it. 
The marls 


was hung like the ordinary funeral crape 
from the outside dooiknob. In the great 
majority of the cases a purple ribbon 
was used, but I have seen a gold col- 
ored ribbon used. 
The ends hung long 


always, reaching to the level of the bot- 
tom of the door. 


"I have known of this decoration being 


placed on doors even without the con- 
sent of the parties who were to be mar- 
ried and understood that it wns done by 
instruction of the clergyman who was to 
perform the rnamnge and who did it for 
bis own protection in cases where the 
marriage banns ha'd not been regularly 
made public in the church. The custom 
of reading out mariiage banns was al- 
most universal in the early days of 
Washington, nil denominations joining in 
it. 
In some churches they were read 


on three successive Sundays, in others 
on two Sundays, while in others one Sun- 
day. 
In some cases where th.e people 


who were to be married were not church- 
goers or who did not desire that their 
banns should be published in the church- 
es some clergymen demanded that pub- 
lic notice should be given of the wed- 
ding by the doorknob decoration, which 
was hung 'at early breakfast time' and 
remained on the knob until after the 
wedding was celebrated. In cases where 
there were to be weddings nt churches I 
have known of a similar sign being given. 
Some ministers objected very seriously 
to the custom, though others were as 
strongly in its favor. 
I have not seen 


anything or indeed heard any one talk 
even of the custom for at least 50 years, 
but it was very geneinlly observed a 
half century ago here and, for all I know," 
in other cities."—Washington Star. 


Timber In England.

ash and elm are "timber" !f not younger 
than 20 yeais or so old that n good post 
cannot be cut from them. What consti- 
tutes "timber" varies slightly, according 
to locality. But when a tree isi proved
